If a building has become run down, if it has lost its original 
charm or become a fire m e n a c e even in the slightest d e g r e e , thereby 
e n d an ger in g life and thr eate ni n g a financial loss to the o w n er , no 
time should be lost in m a k in g improveme nts.

.Merchants in the co m m u n ity furni shing paints, hardware, building 
materials, modern electrical equi pme nt and othe r supplies are ready 
ti* su g g es t how the home can he made an object worthy of pride anil 
fire-safety at a very smal l cost. 
The elimination of fire hazards is the first essential to consider 
in the im provement of property. 
If a building requires r e c o n s tr u c ­ 
tion. the installation of materials which will resist fire, or at Vast 
reduce the danger, is rec om m en de d by fire prevention authorities. 
Ba se m ent s anil attic- burdened with acc u m u la tio n s of discarded 
rubbish should be a m on g the first places due for a vigorous “c le a n ­

The impo rtance of cooperating to banish the fire hazard from
